F ranz Hollerin;s^ inrmer ed itor oí the 
Berlin Zeiluiii.^ am Millay , in The Ed itor 
and Publisher, waiai.s American.s that a 
free [irccs is vital - to a free |)eop le and 
emp hasizes that Ad olf Hitler eould not 
have altaineil sup reme ])ower in Germany 
if Ihei'G u ere an ind ep end ent y iress. 
I he 
Gorman jieop le d o m>t know the truth 
cibout their d ictator and he assures that 
lliey will not learn IhroUKh newsp ap ers. 
Of the minister for p ro p agan d a 
Mr. 
Hollerinp ^ say s: 
“ Goebbols before he became a 
Nazi 
tv as a hack whose imp ossible stuff had 
been d raw ing 
rejection 
sli])s 
from the 
litcraiA ed itors ol eui* p ap ers ioi’ a lonK 
tinie. 
Tod ay any thing: Goebbels d oesn’t 
like can not a p p e a r in the German p ress.” 
He is not the only taskm aster for news- 
jiap ers. 
The army , the air ministry , the 
Arbeitsfront and other sectioms have their 
p ress d ep artm ents and their p ress com- 
m and ei’s. 
Their ord ers conflict often. 
Jn a word “ the p oor ed itor . , 
. lives 
in fear d ay and night even when he’s a 
Nazi. 
These p ress d ep artm ents not only 
have the right to sup p ress, they also have 
the ])0\ver to p ut into any p ap er w hatever 
they want. 
The ed itor is obliged to ])rint 
\\ hat they send him if not ord ered other­ 
wise. 
He has not the right to say or to 
ind icate the source. 
He has to rep resent 
the things he gets as his own op inion or

the result of the research work of his 
staff, or simp ly as ncw’s.” 
Every thing in G erm any is a source of 
p r o p a ga n d a — the theater, p oetry , sp orts, 
the church, group s and associations. The 
greatest 
new'sp ap er 
concei*n 
in Europ e 
was comp elled to sell its p rop erties be­ 
cause of p re.ssure by the Nazi govern­ 
ment. 
“ In cities where there is more 
tha n one new sp ap er, if the owner of the 
Nazi p ap er fears the comp etition of the 
(>ncc ind ep end ent p ap er, then the govern­ 
ment ord ers the other out of business.” 
The American p eop le’s slake in free­ 
d om of the iiress is much more vital than 
the p ublishers’ stake is. 
Publishers can 
carry on und er censorship , but their r e a d ­ 
er.^ cannot tell wd iat is going foi-ward in 
community , section or country .

no freed om in a nation 
with

PARENTS GOOD FOR CHILDREN 
irauulie C. Weill, in Scribner'.';. 
Ghild ])sy chologists are .still p icking up 
tlie iiieces of jiarcnts and child ren w'ho 
were victims of the p sy chological efforts 
of the twenties, which m ay be called the 
ilecad e of fear. 
Those were the earnest 
y ears when such 
articles 
as “ Nineteen 
W a \ s of Being a Bad P a r e n t” set the 
fa>h'nm. 
Parents were a.^sured that there 
was virtually no escap e from one or all of 
the lU way s. 
Those* who tried to find 
{'lie wa\- of being good racked themselves 
and their child ren 
w'ith taut 
anx iety . 
Others observing that the child ’s suffer­ 
ing increased in \n’op ortion to his ])arents’ 
effort, felt it safer not to train their cliil- 
d ren at all. 
But those with the warmest 
m o ther and father hearts mercifully d e­ 
cid ed to lieget no child ren. 
The curse was lifted by the fully at­ 
tested and statistical d iscovery that p a r ­ 
ents. bad as they may be. are good for 
cliild rcn. 
It seems to me a fitting cele­ 
bration of a half-d ecad e of returning con­ 
fid ence to p oint out one way in which 
child ren arc good for p arents. 
T ake the sorest p oint of all. d ishar­ 
mony helween the p arents themselves. In 
the mi<i>i of the d ifficult moments which 
I Dines to some, to be remind ed of the 
iuirm which child ren suffer from a threat 
to their home may seem one more comp li- 
uaiion. 
But that i'^ to make Th.e mistake 
id ' tlie <)Vvr-anx iou> p sy chid ogist to treat 
( i.iJd i-en a p a r t as “ the child ren,” instead 
id ’ a< {'Op ting them as p arlies to the con- 
itl! their own cí-Oitrihution to make. 
I . , j, d ihot. tie- cimtiPiuHoii <?f ciiihiren, 
ii.iei.ig-Ailiy used , is, on the whole, to 


simp lify . 
The sim}d icity of their need 
ami of their comp rehension may be a

scio us senso ry life, and it is to co n­ 
tro l the pain o f the heart— angina 
pecto ris—

the heart sho ws pain in angina.

no rmal heart is numb and o ne feels 
no pain when it is injured. There
